This is to be greatly 
deplored, as large quantities of eggs 
will be needed for hospitals and con- 
vulescent soldiers. The importation 
of eggs in the month of December. 
1918 amounted to 1,514,296 dozens, or 


more than in the entire fiscal year 
which ended in June 1913, This 
shows that foreign countries have 
their eyes on this country as a 


place for their surplus egg supply, 
especially during the winter mouths. 
The fact that shipping has beeu more 
or less demoralized and these impor- 
tations cut off, leads us to believe that 
the price of eggs will be very’ high, 
not only the coming winter, but two 
or three years to come, because it will 
take considerable time for the coun- 
tries to get their poultry work back to 
normal conditions, Furthermore, it 
will be greatly to our advantage, as

A notable mark of tne economic de- 
pression produced jn Tokio by the 
war is to be found in some interesting 
statistics showing that there hus been 
eat falling off in the use of hot 
baths by the poor, The warm eblu- 
tion, indulged in by the Tokio people 
of the poorer class more fuadly than 
by any other section of the Japanese 
during the cold months of the year,

Horse Breeding 
Trade in Horses Has Received 
petus Owing to Demand For 
Military Purposes 
The horse breeding industry tn Sas- 
katchewan is in a flourishing condi- 
tion, according to the report present- 
ed at the Horse Breeders’ convention 
held in Regina recently. Important 
extracts from the report follow: 
During the past year the horse 
breeding industry has received a de- 
cided impetus, largely due to the de-

mand for animals for military pur: 
poses, During the first half of 1014 
the porse market was steady but dull, 
und prices ranged slightly lower for 
all classes than during 19138. 

Toward the latter end of the year 
the brisk demand for all classes of 
horses suitable for military purposes 
caused a decided brightening on alt 
markets, the effect of which still ex- 
ists. The present result is that there 
is a keen demand for sound animals 
of suitable type from five to nine or 
ten years old, from fifteen to sixteen 
hands high, and weighing from 950 
to 1,300 pounds, 
| Whilst the prices paid, ranging from 
$125 to $200 per head, are by no means 
exceptional, yet) when one takes into 
consideration the fact that the major- | 
ity of horses of this class have not) 
heen and are not in great demand for | 
‘any other purpose, and cannot — be 
classed us being most suitable for 
farm work, they are sulficiently re- 
munerative to give a reasonable pro-) 
fit in most cases, The exception to- 
this would be the heavier and better 
‘class artillery horse, which is not 
plentiful at any time, and which con- 
stitutes a first clacc general purpose 
furm animal of the heavier type, be- | 
sides being in demand for heavy de- 
livery work in the cities. 

That this demand will continue for 
some time is fairly evident when one 
tukes into consideration a few figures 
in connection with the military re-} 
quirements at the present time. It is | 
conservatively estimated that over 
1 1.250,000 horses have been or are en- 
| caged in the Muropean war area, and 
| the estimated jife of the cavalry horse 
lon active service is only seven days, 
whilst for the artillery norse it is} 
thirty days. It has further been estl- 
mated that, taking the average life of | 
all horses on active service at thirty | 
days, over 12,000,000 horses would be 
oquired for army purposes in one 
year, thus allowing for a substantial |

Crops That — 
Give Profits 


Forage Crops Always Yield Several 
Profits .o the Farmer 


At this time when the farmers are 
urged to increase the amount pro- 
duced on their farms, it is cur first 
duty to consides what crops give the 
best profits, By the term profits are 
understood not onl; the value of the 
wield directly and indirectly, but also 
the value of the residue left in the 
soil and the condition of the soil. 
From this standpoint it is clear that 
crops such as clover, alfalfa and corn 
are much more profitable than wheat 
or oats. These crops have been call- 
ed the “five profit” crops, inasmuch 
as they give five profits where wheat 
wives one. Let us took for a minute 
at the five profits. They are (1) the 
crop itself; (2).the products—milk, 
butter, beef, eggs, pork or horse power 
—that can be manufactured from the 
crop; (3) the manure; (4) the prepay: 
ation of the Jand for a crop of grain; 
and (5) the distribution of york and 
income, 

With regard to the value of the 
crop itself, most farmers wih acknow- 
ledge that clover, alfalfa or corn crop 
is at least as valuable as a wheat or 
owt crop. It is, however, the high 
value of the clover, alfalfa or corn 
crop when fed to stock ana manu- 
facured into milk, beef, pork, ete., 
that commends these crops to the at- 
tention of the farmer. The profits in 
this connection are usually high, and 
the labor involved can be mostly ar- 


ranged for at times which would | 
otherwise be largely unoccuied. 
Again, the valu2 of the manure 


arising from the feeding of clover and 
corn crops and the manufacture of 
milk, beef, pork, etc., is very high. 
It is computed that four-fifths of this 
plant food that is fed is returned in 
the manure. 

The chief difference, however, ve- 
tween such crops and grain crops lies 
in the condition of the land after har- 
vest. We all know how clover and al- 
falfa enrich the soil in nitrogen and 
humus, and how the culvitation given 
the corn saves moistur, and _ kills 
weeds. As a matter of experience

with the idea of being destroyers. 
The Dominion, therefore, needs more 
men, and we must see to it that the 
British people do not want for food. 
That thought we must always keep 
before us. 

“I wish I had the authority to stop 


the increasing shortage in livestock 
in the western provinces,” went on 
br.

| one-half the circumference is also re- 


duced to that extent, while the area is 
one-fourth of its former value. The

| With the glass, and hence the adhesive 
| force, is also diminished to that extent, 
| while the cross section, and hence the 


weight, is decrensed to a fourth of 
what it was before. Therefore the sec- 
ond column can be twice the height of 
the first without exceeding the lifting 
power. 

Remarkable as the underlying prin- 
ciples of this phenomenon undoubtedly 
are, nature mide use of them long be 
fore man made their discovery. Every 
tree and flower adds its testimony. 
The core of a tree or plant, instead of 
being a single open channel, consists 
of a spongelike substance containing 
many miniature tunnels through which 
the sap and moisture collected by the 
roots flow opward in small rivulets, 
rising higher and higher in sheer de

SEA MINES IN WARFARE. 


The Result When a Vessel Strikes One 
of These Deadly Engines. 

To merchantmen, to the smaller and 
older warships--to everything that 
floats except the very highest and more 
recent products of the sbhipbuilder’s art 
—the mine presents the danger of com- 
plete and almost instant annihilation. 
The rigidity of the ship 1s in itself an 
element of diunger, for the water sur- 
rounding it is incompressible. 

If the skin and fraine could give way 
without rupture and permit the enor- 
mously expanding gases (2,000 times 
the volume of the solid explosive) to 


| transmit their energy in such a way as 


simply to push the ship aside and thus 
find a way to the surface, the damage 
might be slight. 

But this cannot be. There fs no such 
elasticity available. And the expansion 
is so nearly instantyneous that push- 
ing the ship aside is physically impos- 
sible. Therefore the structure must 
break, releasing the gases first into the 
interior and then by Hneg of least re 
sistance Onally up into the air, 

This action fs completely instantane- 
ous. It blows off hatch covers and deck 
plates, twists mrssive steel members 
Into unrecognizable shapes, spreads 
havoe broadcast. It transmutes a proud 
ship into a sinking mass of wreckage— 
a bappy passenger saloon into a slam.
